eceupant of the houso. The deceased 
wont out after tiffin and wasscon returning 
RE 2pm. At 7.30 pan. her companion 
roturned from Yangtsupoo and found the 
front door closed and locked. She there. 
upon went to No, 63 where u friend resided 
and a houscboy was sent to the back en- 
trance with-her. Sho entered, and, on 
reaching her bedroom, which was down- 
atnirs, saw that her boxes had been turned 
out and that tho contents were strewn 
around the room, Lverything in the room 
appeared to hive been soarched, Sho tlicn 
went upstairs and saw the dead body of 

Mrs, Cappera lying on the bed partly 

dressed... 

The woman at once hurried away to the 
Hongkow Police Station, and detectives 
wont to tho scene of the murder. Mfr, 
Brodiansky, Russian Viee-Consul, and 
Dr, Vovltkers also came in reply to 
felephone messages nnd an examina. 
tion of the Indy and premises was 
made. The body Jay on the bed face 
down. Death had evidently — beon 
caused by strangulation, for a towel 
was still tied tightly around the neck

{was concluded the body was sont to tho 

mortuary: and a guard placed over tho 
| premises. . 

Friends of the decensod assert that she 
had at lenst $200 in the house and 9 pass- 
book for $900 in the bank. The pass-book 
was found in the bedroom, but no 
monoy. The houso is 2 very narrow one 
and the adjoining residences haye upstairs 

front windows not more than ten foot 
from the open window of the room in 
Which the tragedy took place; yet no 
sound was heard by the occupants of cither 
of theso places, sothey assert, and no one 
was seen to onter or leave tho house after 
the unfortunate woman returned in tho 
afternoon, The circumstances point to 
tobbery as the motive of the crime, but no 
substantial ovidence had boon procured 
last night. Soveral detoctives wero en- 
gaged upon the casi, however, and many 
theories hnd ‘been formed.

The great fact that 
it is hoped will Golly make ita weight felt 
is, however, that tho ordinary Chinese 
public wants milways and mines and many 
other forms of Western invention and 
improvement. They are Keen to move 
rapidly to get at the gold, silvor, copper, 
coal, and other metuls that fe buried in 
the country, —''The London and China 
Express ’” correspondént.
